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THE MEDIUM OF DESIGN 
FOR OUR AGE 


Lighting, more than any other of the Modern media which the interior designer 
employs in his work today, is contributing comfort and attractiveness to interiors. 
Its potentialities in the field of design, however, have been no further advanced than 
have those of air conditioning, latest of the new-comers. The reason for this is that in 
the general acceptance of lighting, interior designers have been accustomed to specifying 
lighting for their clients purely on the basis of seeing requirements rather than on its 
design possibilities. 


To bring this quaint—and restraining—idea to the attention of professional interior 
designers, and others interested in lighting, and to awaken stimulating ideas for 
a broader application of lighting in interior design, there was held at the 
Hotel Waldorf-Astoria, February 25th, a SeconD LIGHTING CONFERENCE conducted by 
INTERIOR DesicN AND Decoration. The success of this conference on lighting was 
attested by the attendance which filled the auditorium to overflowing at both morning 
and afternoon sessions. 


The highlights of the conference were the answers to the questions on installation 
and color reactions of fluorescent lamps, lighting standards for institutional interiors, 
and how various kinds of lighting affect fabrics and other materials used in interior 
design, and women’s make-up; another feature was the discussion on the latest lighting 
equipment and lighting methods, a most valuable and practical consideration which was 
heartily appreciated by every one present. Excerpts from these addresses shall appear 
in INTERIOR DEsiGN AND DecorATION for April. 


The field of lighting has barely been touched by the interior designer. You have 
within your grasp the greatest medium of design of our Age. But whether it will be a 
decisive influence in the future of interior design—and it certainly should—remains 
entirely with you. Lighting conferences will mean but little unless the ideas which you 
bring from them are given actual application in practice, unless you go beyond the 
limitations imposed by the past. 


In every epoch of interior design the interior designer has searched for a medium by 
which he could express its own individual culture, his own era. Lighting is your means 
of expanding. The future is limited only by your advancement with it. Let there 


be light!

THE INTERIOR DESIGNER 
AS RENOVATOR 


= eldom is the interior designer afforded such an opportunity for 
original expression as that which the apartment shown here, by Interior 
Designer Edward Paul Lewin, Chicago, presented for unusual design. 
In addition to a large living room, a dining room and kitchen, and a 
large bedroom and bath, the clients expressed two other preferences: 
curved wall surfaces and air-conditioning. To the first of the latter 
requests the interior designer has responded with graceful flowing sur- 
faces and no abrupt corners; and the second has resulted in a thermos- 
tatically controlled system which permits shutting off rooms not being 
used during sleeping hours, as well as controlling temperatures of each 
and every room during all hours of the day, winter and summer. 

All this the interior designer has provided with an expert hand, as 
an examination of the plans will reveal, from two uninteresting little 
one-room apartments with a total area of only 35’ x 35’. More, he has 
provided a reception hall and a completely equipped and convenient 
dressing room. In attempting to solve his problem by incorporating

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curved wall surfaces in the plan, the possibility 
of using a circular bathroom was sensed. The 
clients immediately expressed enthusiasm for the 
idea, provided no space was lost. 

Due to the fact that the apartment is on the 
top floor of the building, allowing access to the 
roof for intake and exhaust ducts, the air-con- 
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ditioning system was installed with due regard 
for economy. And by covering the entire sus- 
pended ceiling of the apartment with four inches 
of rock wool, the efficiency of the air-condition- 
ing has not only been enhanced, but the apart- 
ment has been made sound-proof, entirely oblivi- 
ous of the heavy automobile traffic.

One enters the apartment from a public corri- 
dor into a curved reception hall.,The walls here 
are opaline yellow and the ceiling is chalk white. 
An interesting feature is a telephone niche with an 
accompanying leather-covered chair specially de- 
signed for the space. 

Framing the door openings off the S-shaped 





hall presented a problem, because of 
varying door widths and radii of 
curves necessitating a variety of door- 
jamb sections, until overcome by the 
use of deep plaster reveals for wide 
openings with fluted wood trim termi- 
nating in a wood head-piece following 
the curve of the wall; and precaution 
had to be taken, for appearance’s sake, 
of keeping the reception hall face of 
the door within the tangent of the 
curved wall surfaces above. 


Original Floor Plan 
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The bedroom gains an effect of added spaciousness with its twin beds 
combined in a single headpiece. The important part which architecture 
played in the alteration of the apartment is revealed in the views of the 
kitchen, hall, and bathroom, shown on the opposite page, and the floor 
plan, with changes indicated, shown below.

The walls of the living room and 
dining room are finished a light 
platinum-gray, the ceiling oyster- 
white with a suggestion of pale coral 
for the sense of warmth it contrib- 
utes. A mantel of Travernelie Rose 
marble enhances this effect, and forms 
a logical focal point for the room, 
the marble being extended under the 


flanking windows to form a dado. 
The andirons accentuate the metal 
note established in the apartment by 
the specially designed balustrade, of 
bronze, gold and crystal, between 
dining alcove and living room, em-

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PENNSYLVANIA 


T he four representative Pennsylvania houses selected for 
presentation this month by Interior Designers Planert & 
Lange, Pittsburgh, are as diverse in style as the native 
architecture of the state. The house by Architects Schwab, 
Palmgreen & Associates, for example, is as familiar in Chest- 
nut Hill as in McKeesport; the house by Architects Charles 
M. and Edward Stotz, Jr., however, is probably the type 
which is most frequently brought to mind when Pennsylvania 
is mentioned, its type being associated with both Philadelphia 
pepper-pot and Bucks County; the house by Architects 
Franklin & Brown exemplifies the traditional classic type of 
architecture so indigenous to the older cities of the state; 
and the Modern style is represented by the house designed 
by Architect Hans N. Wormann.

A Ithough of definite English character, 
with its stone quoins, brick walls and a slate 
roof, the house in McKeesport, by Architects 
Schwab, Palmgreen & Associates, nevertheless 
finds a natural setting in the rocky, rolling hills 
of Pennsylvania, and appears to be a part of 
the landscape. The plan leaves nothing to be 


desired. Spacious rooms open into each other, 
and one knows from the arrangement of ter- 
race and living room that wide lawns and 
lovely gardens set off the pleasing masses of 
the architecture; another commendable fea- 
ture is the manner in which the garage with 
its triple doors has been integrated in the plan. 
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A glance will tell that this house in Sewickley Heights, by Architects 
Franklin & Brown, was planned to get as much sunlight as possible and 
to afford plenty of cross-ventilation. The result is all to the credit of the 
architects. Balanced door and window openings throughout the house, 
and rooms arranged compactly for convenience may seem casual details, 
but they represent the distance between indifference and perfection. In 


this house they have all received their rightful share of consideration. 
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Tre house at Delaware Water Gap, by Architect Hans N. Wormann, is framed with 
a superb view. It is interesting for several other reasons, but chiefly for its perfect 
adaptability to site and the fact that it is a house of Modern design built of wood. 
Just why there are so few houses of good Modern design built of wood, no one knows 
better than the lumber industry. Certainly this example offers so many features in 
its favor as to make wood attractive as concrete as a material for houses designed in 
Modern style. The rooms with their window-walls catch every breeze on all sides, 
and the T-plan assures spaciousness and convenience.

phasizing the dining space that had to be elevated 4” to 
accommodate plumbing and heating changes. 

All of the furniture in the living room is of mahogany, 
and the upholstered pieces are in shades of blue, gray or 
beige, which form a perfect complement of color for the 
ashes-of-roses satin draperies and pink-beige carpet; the 
fabrics used throughout the room, including wool, quilted 
silk, satin and haircloth, achieve an interesting variety. 

One wall of the dining alcove features a large mirror 
panel, bearing a sandblasted striped border, extending 
from floor to ceiling and creating the illusion of much 
greater space. The door to the kitchen likewise has mir- 
ror trim consisting of sandblasted pilasters flanking a 
clear mirror overdoor panel. This important glass note 
also appears in a large window of glass brick which 
affords privacy for dining without sacrifice of light; and 
glass shelves have been placed in a small window of glass 
brick, which was a former bathroom window. The color 
scheme here. a pleasant contrast to the living room, is 
supplied by yellow draperies with an opulent pile, chairs 
upholstered in a blue and gold fabric, and gray table. 

The attractive bedroom has biscuit-color walls and 
light blue carpet; and the draperies are yellow satin with 
blue and rose stripes. The interesting twin beds are 
attached to a single upholstered headpiece, button-tufted 
in soft rose satin bearing a design of small flowers in 
shades of gray. and the bedspread is light blue taffeta in 
a raised lattice design. The cabinet pieces in this room 
are of light woods with fine marquetry. A_ full-length 
mirrored corner, featuring mirrored trim similar to that 
at the dining room door, occurs at the dressing closet 
door; a chair is provided for a dressing table effect, and 
the actual table is eliminated. 

The dressing closet contains wardrobes and _ built-in 
cabinets in which the doors are of sliding glass set in 
small chromium channeled frames. The shoe cabinets 
have hinged wood doors, and the entire room is finished 
in fluted wood detail, of Modern design, painted a pale 
shell-pink. The carpet is blue. 

Another feature of this unusual apartment is the circu- 
lar bathroom with recessed bathtub and separate shower 
compartment. The entire walls are of Carrara structural 
glass, in a wine and ivory color scheme, the domed ceil- 
ing is of plaster painted white, and the floor is rubber 
tile. Lighting here is most efficient. 

The walls of the compact kitchen are of French-gray 
Carrara, and the sink and counters are of stainless steel. 
All very ship-shape and trim-looking. The color scheme 
is blue and white, which appears fresh and crisp in the 
lighting derived from an efficient central ceiling fixture 
and recessed soffit lights at both doors, sink and range. 

The original ideas incorporated in the completed 
apartment were doubtless inspired by the clients’ desire 
for something unusual. This provided an incentive for 
the interior designer to digress from the ubiquitous, and 
the end has more than justified the means.

outside, high amidship, with extra windows, full-size 
beds, private baths and pleasing interiors designed to add 
still more enjoyment and ease to the traveler. 

The interior design of the President Monroe was 
executed by the interior design department of the United 
States Maritime Commission, héaded by Alain deBouthil- 
lier. Throughout these ships, the design follows the 
simple lines of natural functionalism, Modern in treat- 
ment with the use of soft, pleasing colors which blend in 
with the tropics where the ships will often cruise. Another 
important feature is the work of individual artists used 
to add a decorative note and heighten the appeal of the 
interiors. Stained wood, oils, tempera and etched glass 
have been used as expressive mediums by these artists. 

The President Monroe is designed along Classic- 
Modern lines. In the main lounge a large oil portrait 
of the president for whom the ship was named is set 
above the wood-burning. fireplace, extending to the ceil- 
ing of this two-deck-high room; it is the creation of the 
well-known artist, Hildreth Meiere. Seven spandrels, 
carved by R. Philip Sanderson in bleached and natural 
mahogany, are set above the various openings about the 
room between the long. colorful hangings which go up 
to almost ceiling height. Specially designed sofas, chairs 
and coffee tables complete the décor of this popular room. 

The library is also Modern with built-in bookcases 
along the walls; one side is covered by a large marine 
mural dramatically executed by David Loring Swazey, 
which, by its perspective, greatly enlarges the room area. 
The bar is attractively designed with red leather uphol- 
stery and inlaid linoleum floor; the two back-bar mural 
panels of tropical motifs are etched on glass by Artist 
Philip Guston. A series of gay water colors hung on 
the side walls depict American Indians in various aspects 
of their native life. The dining room is completely air 
conditioned and by the use of colorful upholstery on the 
fireproof chairs, a lower ceiling with ingenious indirect 
lights, two-tone floral curtains and a long mural above 
the banquettes by Allan D. Jones, Jr., exotic and colorful 
in its jungle scenes, the atmosphere is one of conviviality 
and ease. A mirror placed opposite the mural reflects 
the tropical scene and helps to add spaciousness. The 
large, airy staterooms are designed for the greatest amount 
of comfort and are also treated in a Modern manner. 

From the oceans of the world, we turn inland to one 
of our most important rivers, the Mississippi, and find a 
startling change occurring since the days of “Showboat” 
fame on OI’ Man River. For wending its way from St.

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aboard, a three-ring circus at the stern with Penny Arcade, 
shooting gallery, and The Tan BARk, presided over by a 
mustachioed attendant in a vividly striped shirt. Lions, 
tigers, leopards and other circus animals, with expressions 
ranging from nonchalance to ferocity, make up the seats 
at the refreshment eye 

The structure of the S. S. Admiral is entirely of steel; 
built like a skyscraper, it is unsurpassed for safety, 
rigidity and quiet operation, and is air conditioned. 

Main deck “A” contains the Midway Amusement 
Center with its many entertainment facilities; deck “B” 
is devoted to the Blue Salon, a vast ballroom which can 
accommodate two thousand dancers. The entrance doors 
are faced with blue leather and are trimmed with satinized 
metal and glazed with blue plate. Luxurious lounges 
occupy spaces fore and aft of the dance floor proper, 
with side tables surrounding it. The ceiling, two decks 
high, is designed to represent the midnight sky, and star- 
shaped lights in familiar constellations shine through the 
acoustic panels of the ceiling. Modern signs of the zodiac 
on the side walls glow with luminous paint. 

The powder rooms located on this deck are exception- 
ally smart: there is the Sonja Room with frosted windows, 
crystal lighting fixtures, giant white snowflakes and 
snow-covered shrubs painted on the blue walls, chevron- 
patterned mirror doors and snowy white rubber tiling. 
Lavish as the dressing room of a Hollywood star is the 
Glamour Room with tall, full-length mirrors hung with 
swags of tasseled white cords and lighted with crystal- 
plumed sconces. Fringe-irimmed stools are set before 
the mirrors, and crystal dressing tables complete the 
glamourous effect. The colors are deep wine-red and 
white with a black rubber floor; ceiling and walls of 
two-tone leather are deeply quilted in a diagonal pattern. 

Deck “C” is known as the Club Admiral and overlooks 
the dance floor. Comfortable tables and chairs, metal 
Venetian blinds at the windows, varicolored linoleum 
flooring and a colorful marine compass set in the domed 
ceiling are a few of the outstanding features of this deck. 
Two more powder rooms are located here: the Greta 
Room executed in the quaint charm of Swedish peasantry, 
and the Deanna Room with musical bars on the walls as 
its chief design and the mirrors in shapes of individual 
musical notes. 

Promenade deck “D” is appropriately termed “where 
the river breezes blow,” and here space is found for a 
terrace garden with glass-topped tables, enameled green 
and white chairs, flowering plants and a promenade deck 
for a brisk walk or a leisurely stroll. 

Deck “F” is named The Lido, and here, on the broad 
expanse of level rooftops, has been created an atmosphere 
suggestive of the continental resorts of Southern France.

the time, and let’s compare notes when we report on 
these important papers later! 

The wall paper division of F. Schumacher & Co. grows 
more important with each new pattern added, for all are 
distinctly designed and particularly well executed. New 
England Toile shows delightful scenes of the coastal por- 
tion, Salem and rural Vermont; there are many designs 
copied from fine old linens long admired in the stock of 
this firm’s fabrics; Natchez is graciously presented with 
plumes and pearls; two military types include one of gold 
braid from an officer’s coat and chevrons and eagles in 
red, blue and gold on a white ground. The Pembroke 
border is fascinating with its graceful festoons and arches.

Her greater triumph lies 
in the fact that she has so ably copied them to resemble 
the old in texture and softness of color. One beautiful 
example is an embroidered batiste, even down to the 
breaks in the weave. Massachusetts Birds in red and white 
may be cut out for window valances, and Shield, a small, 
all-over pattern, was found in the Bates house in Dutchess 
County. Perhaps the most outstanding and unique of 
them all is Shells In The Archway, taken from the General 
Knox house in Maine; over a hundred years old, this 
lovely design is now found here in shades of sepia on a 
shell pink ground. This is the most outstanding collection 
of Early American designs you can hope to see. 

The distinguished new Han-Tec line seen at Sigfrid K. 
Lonegren is lovelier than ever, and a noticeable number 
of silver grounds have been included. Dixie is a charming 
southern design with a stately mansion and leisurely stroll- 
ing figures; Gazelle is both lively and ever so smart; there 
is an unusual rose-and-tassel pattern also, and for formal 
interiors many stunning effects may be obtained by using 
the capital and base with separate nine foot column strip. 
Apples and Madonna is another intriguing all-over pat- 
tern, especially in the red, green and gray combination. 
The new borders suggest other unusual schemes, but all 
deserve your immediate attention if you haven't already 
seen them. 

The Schmitz-Horning Co. has recently issued a catalog 
for 1941-1942.

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THE ART OF MOSAICS 


By Hildreth Meicre 

Editor’s Note: The well-known American artist, Hil- 
dreth Meiere, recently gave the following illustrated talk 
on mosaics at the Artist-Craftsman Gallery, 64 E. 55th St., 
during the course of the mosaic exhibition now on view. 
An example of Miss Meiere’s painting is shown on page 24. 


My, approach to mosaics will not be orthodox. I do 
not believe that all people who have the historic approach 
or perhaps even the approach to mosaic as a fine art 
are the ones who can really work in mosaic, but rather 
those who approach it experimentally. 

I do not speak as an authority at all, except as an artist 
who has had quite a lot of experience in mosaic. Rather 
than having had a long apprenticeship as have the mosaic 
craftsmen, I got a big job to do in mosaic; and that was 
my approach, that was how I learned mosaic. I had begun 
my art studies in Italy and visited Ravenna and loved it, 
as any art student would; but then I was only mildly in- 
terested in mosaic. After a rather liberal fine arts training 
I got the job doing the mosaics at St. Bartholomew’s here 
in New York, on the strength of having done a good deal 
of church work. 


So I spent the summer going to Italy, studying in the 
old mosaic shops, talking to people who might possibly 
execute my work later. I spent some time also in the 
mosaic studios in Berlin.

ture. The little interruptions that give light and shade to 
architecture—such as its very texture—will bring it 
closer to the people. Mosaic was needed in the big simple 
curved interiors of the Byzantine style; and I think modern 
architecture has been moving steadily toward that same 
sort of decoration. _ 

We know how, at the N. Y. World’s Fair, few paints 
stood up outdoors. Nothing they gave us to use out there 
was good enough to stand up more than a year or two. 
The murals all gave out and had to be destroyed at the 
close of the Fair. Many of them had to be repainted after 
the first year; and the metal things also discolored. But 
the mosaics and ceramics stood up. These things lasted— 
and this makes mosaic one of the most attractive mediums, 
especially for church architecture and that sort of thing. 
It has a richness and a quality of luxury unlike paint. It 
is not a cheap nor a sleazy thing. A good mosaic has style 
as well as quality. 

The real challenge in modern mosaic art is to find some 
practical way of using it—that is, from the cost standpoint. 
You are soon in competition with cheaper mediums than 
your mosaic. Not that the glass is expensive, but the labor 
is costly. It means time. There has been, because of this 
cost problem, a certain incentive to find trick ways—using 
a little mosaic to make a lot of mosaic. Many of the 
modern things—we have examples here in this exhibition 
—are done in “silhouette mosaic” —using a great deal of 
colored plaster and stucco and just a little mosaic. This 
is much cheaper.

‘the mosaic on the Public Health Bldg. was less than 10% 
mosaic. 

I don’t think that this is to be scorned. Anything that 
succeeds is true if it accomplishes what it sets out to do. 
We should not be above getting an effect in any way if it 
is a good effect and provided the thing itself is good. 

Mosaic itself means just little bits of things put together 
—you can have a mosaic in ceramic, a mosaic of slate; 
but what we are talking about is the glass mosaic, or pos- 
sibly the marble mosaic too. 

The great things in mosaic are at Ravenna, 5th century, 
and at Santa Sophia; then there was another big revival 
of mosaic art in the 10th, 11th, 12th and 13th centuries. 
But when painting came into its own in the 14th and 15th 
centuries, you find a downfall of mosaic—that is, of that 
particular cycle. But remember that the early painters of 
the Renaissance—Cimabue, Ciotto even Raphael—were 
first mosaic designers, then became painters. Some of the 
worst mosaics in St. Mark’s are those by Titian. He so 
misunderstood mosaic as to try to paint in it. Some of 
his contemporaries dug out the mosaics in St. Mark’s and 
did them over again. They wanted just reproductions of 
their paintings; and it was this loss of the feeling for 
surface, of the feeling for two-dimensional design, that 
caused mosaic to die. There were dabs of it done after the 
14th and 15th centuries, but they were very bad. 

Unless mosaic today is done in a creative way, it is 
beneath contempt. The final degradation of the art is that

THE ART OF MOSAICS 


they try to make it look just like painting. In St. Peter's 
in Italy there are copies of paintings done in marble mosaic 
—but that is just a stunt, that is not real mosaic. 

Mosaic was first done by putting a rough design on the 
wall, putting plaster on, and then the artist putting the 
little teeth (the tesserae) into the wet plaster from the 
front. When this method was changed to the present one 
using paper, I don’t know. But now, once again, Elsa 
Schmid, Boris Amiroff in London, and others, are return- 
ing to this old way, doing their own designing and setting. 

Fresco paintings developed when they could no longer 
afford mosaic, but used the underpainting that was done to 
set the mosaic in, and this underpainting became the final 
thing—the fresco. 

The Exhibition of “The Art of Mosaics in Modern 
Times” is now on view at the Gallery of the Artist-Crafts- 
man, 64 E. 55th St., New York and will continue through 
March 28, 1941. 

OBITUARY 

Fredrick Bowen Gaenslen, Architect, 71 years of age 
died recently at his home in San Antonio, Texas. Mr. 
Gaenslen attended St. Mary’s College in San Antonio 
and graduated from Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, mastering in Architecture; after his graduation 
he worked in Boston and Philadelphia architects’ offices. 
He was one of the original founders of the Texas Society 
of Architects and practiced forty-five years in his home 
city of San Antonio, designing many churches and schools.
